The close of the '94 
school year brought a sizeable 
amount of complications for 
the '95 Mirror. Obviously 
after the '94 Mirror, the 
yearbook needed to be 
restructured, reevaluated, and 
reorganized. I was now the 
editor-in-chief on the school' s 
75th anniversary, and had no 
idea where to begin. When I 
started examining some of the 
previous Mirrors (well all of 
them really), it occurred to 
me that the yearbook had 
neglected to include any of 
the school's anniversaries. 
Deciding that the school's 
75th anniversary should not 
be excluded, a twenty page 
historical section was added 
to commemorate this special 
event. These twenty pages are 
broken down into five 
sections of four pages each, 
that are interspersed 
throughout the book. 

One of the more 
intriguing themes that I 
encountered while 



researching through old 
Mirrors was a Mirror 
"mission statement." I 
discovered this to be an 
extremely helpful guide as to 
what, or how, I should revise 
the yearbook. I resurrected 
this statement (on the 
following page) in hope to 
provide the entire staff with a 
direction as to where the book 
should go. Rather than having 
the historical sections focus 
on the chronological 
development of the school, 
which Dr. Geyer did 
successfully, this historical 
section focuses on the 
different elements of school 
life that have always been 
portrayed in the Mirror. 
(Things like: the campus, 
student life, faculty, sports, 
organizations, and special 
events, that will be of interest 
to the students). This 
historical section is composed 
of stories and remembrances 
of the school over the last 75 
years. If you are looking for a 



detailed factual account of the 
history of the school, you will 
not find it here. For this sort 
of thing you should turn to 
Dr. Geyer' s book on the 
history of the school, not the 
'95 Mirror. 

Before I conclude 
and leave you to filter your 
way through the remainder of 
the book, there are a few

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The purpose of the Mirror is to reflect the North Shore

"North Shore 
graduates know how to get 
the full benefit from those 
who teach them. They know 




how to express themselves 
efficiently through language. 
Most importantly, however, 
graduates of North Shore 
leave with the confidence that 
they know the value of 
achievement and the means 
by which to attain it. While 
these three skills may sound 
simple, it's difficult to 
imagine a more 

comprehensive preparation 
for the rigors of college and 
beyond." 

North Shore 

continually adds to its 
educational process through 
its recent explosion of 
technology. It has now 
become an exceptional 
example for a small college 
preparatory school, that 
carries some of the latest 
breakthroughs in technology. 
The ubiquitous sight of 
computers, the Internet hook 
up, scanners, color laser 
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printers, work group servers, 
and digital cameras are only 
the beginning. One may have 
the tools to built an education, 
but without the proper 
application of those tools they 
have little or no meaning at 
all. In the last year, North 
Shore has taken such strides 
that now not only does 
virtually every student carry 
acomputerdisk around, many 
carry several. Papers are 
sometimes turned in 
exclusively on disk, and every 
grade has undergone a few 
types of computer projects — 
all of which, will prepare them 
not only in writing techniques, 
but in gaining a sense of 
fluency with computers in a 
society that has become 
predominantly computer 
based. 

Organizations and 
other school functions have 
also stepped along with these 



new advancements. The 
Diller Street Journal is now 
being published entirely in- 
house, the Mirror was done 
solely on computer, with the 
exception of the Seniorpages, 
and the lighting system in the 
Diller Street Theatre has 
recently been upgraded to a 
sophisticated computerized 
system. The only question 
should be, where will this lead 
us? A peer of mine jokingly 
suggested that in a few years 
instead of a TI-82, each 
student would be required to 
purchase a laptop. After 
reflecting upon this, it hardly 
seems like any joke at all. If 
there is one thing for certain, 
it is that this new surge of 
technology will provide the 
school with a new approach 
to learning and education for 
the upcoming century. 

Over the years North 
Shore has developed quite a 



contingent of various stories 
that define us as acommunity . 
An excerpt from Julie Hall's 
article in the Winter Bulletin 
appropriately sums this up. 
"The stories that best capture 
the essence of North Shore in 
its last seventy-five years are 
those that celebrate how 
attitudes were changed and 
how outlooks were formed, 
so that students left the School 
feeling ready to take on the 
world and make a difference 
in whatever way they could." 
North Shore has created a 
unique combination of the 
philosophies of Perry Dunlap 
Smith and the Progressive Era 
with the recent innovations 
of modern technology. The 
mystery lies, however, in 
where this will lead the school 
in the long-term.
